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FOREWORD 


This summary of State laws on explosives was compiled primarily 
to ascertain what sudjects relating to their control have been acted upon by 
each State legislature and, in general, how they have been treated. It does 
net include any legislation passed after 1942, or any proclamations, regu- 
lations, or administrative orders. It does not purport or attempt to be 
authoritative. If any problem arises involving interpretation of the statutes of 
any particular State, the original source must be consulted for the exact 
words used by the legislature. This summary, however, will be useful in 
determining whether relevant statutes exist, and in locating them quickly 
with a minimum of effort. It will be of value also in comparing statutes in 
cne State with similar statutes in other States to determine what construction 
has been placed upon them by the courts of these jurisdictions or to contrast 
the varying provisions of many States upon a similar subject. 


To make these comparisons easier, the statutory provisions for each 
otate have been grouped under several major topics in outline form. Although 
this sometimes has resulted in disruption ofthe continuity of individual acts, 
the increased general clarity and availability of comparable sections have 
more than justified the procedure followed.

The outline is divided into two narts: A, Explosives; and B, Fireworxs. 
Fart A, which is the maior portion of the outline, has been divided into eight 
sections, as follows: 


1. Definitions and Coveraze. This section includes those statutes 
or varts of statutes that contain no substantive provisions but define terms 
used cr limit apylication of the statutes. 


2. Manufacture, Distribution. and Use. Manufacture, distribution, and 
use ordinarily are inextricaly linked in statutes: it was therefore thought 
wise to retain them as a unit, rather than to set the:n up as separate 
sections witn countiess cross references from one to the other. Although 
licensing provisions anc vrovisions for the keeving of records apply also to 
other aspects of handling exvlosives, they are linked chiefly with the 
business of manufacturing anc. seliing e:rlosives, anc therefore they nave 
been incluced in this section. 


3. Transyvertation, This <rcun of statutes includes regulations 
coverning the transnortation cf ex»losives by ail tynes of carriers. 


. Storave in General. This section is limited to storage of explosives, 
iat for manutacture or Sale or otherwise, Dut ex cludes storage in mines 
and other special! industries. 


5. Storaxe anc Use in Mines. ..s regulations fcr the use and storage. 
of explosives in mines usuaily ciffer greatly from regulations for surface 
operations, this difference has been carried into the outline. Included in 
this section are inany sefety recuiations indirectly concerned with EXPLOSIVES, 
tarougn tie regulation of related tocls anc aC MOSS .

It must be rcaized that nonce cf these civisions or sections is exclusive, 
and that statutes ciaced in one scction nay greatly effect those in other 
sections, or nove provisions rclevant to other sections. Cross refcrences in- 
dicate this inturdcncendence of the most important provisions. The sub- 
Civisions of the outline are placed in the center of the page to distinguish 
tin trom tr¢ subdivisions provided by the State laws themsclves, ail of 
wnicn are noted on the extreme left side of the page. Wherever the title 
ziven to such a statutory subdivision is not the exact title used in the statutes, 
tris fact is incicated by brackets around the title given. The number and 
style of such State subdivisions vary because in some States it is necessary 
to list severai subdivisions to icentiiy the statute, while in others all statutes 
are numbered seriatim throuzhcut the code, making only one section number 
reference necessary. 


These State laws pertaining to exntosives are being summarized in 
five information circulars. each covering a number of States and rough! 
corresponding to cne or more oi the eisht districts into which the Unite : 
States has been divided for purposes of administration of work by the Bureau's 
Feaith ana Safety Service. Where vart of a State is in one district and part 
In anotner, the suramary for that State is included in the information 
circular covering States with which it seems to be grouped most logically.

whether the material when offered is in proper condition to transport. Stich 
repul ations as well as all chanses or modifications thereof shall take effect 
2O days after their formulation and provnuigation by said commission and snail 
be in ettect until aa aside or modified.

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Loss oi lite or injury by ex>ziosicn cr accident within a mine must be 
reported to the State mine insvecter, and if any rerson is kil’ed, the coroner 
cr so:me justice of tue peace of the county notizied. The mine insvector 
siall investigate and ascertain the cause of the explosion and file a report 
thereof with the ctner records of his office, and to enakle him te make such 
investigation, ne shall neve the power to compel attendance of witnesses, 
t2ke aepositions and administer caths.
